A Washington special to tha Herald lias 


the following : The president in au inter- 
view alluded to Southern affairs at length. 
For ten days he had received no letters or 
telc-grmng from tho contested states, a fact 
which ho looked upon as of tho utmost im- 
portance as showing a satisfactory state of 
affairs. 
He was, however, fully advised of 


mailers in those states, by persons who 
had just returned from them. 


In regard to South Carolina he fiaid. the 


return of republican electors seemed to be 
conceded on all hands. 
With regard to 


Edgeneld county the facts elicited justified 
the returning hoard in throwing it out, par- 
ticularly as the face of the returns showed 


1WICE BS MANY VOTKS 


as there was in the county. 


With regard to Florida, tho original fsc« 


of the returns show a majority of r>2 for 
Hayes and Wheeler. A mistake wat prompt- 
ly corrected which gave Tildon 138 majority. 
The throwing out of a county where thert 
had bsen 110 legal measures taken for an 
election left a majority of 100 fo«Iayes and 
Wheeler. With regard to Louisiana there 
never had been tt fair election since 1800. 
The action of tho returning board was final, 
and there was no appeal from its decision. 


SOT A 1'iIE ELECTION SOUTH. 


Speaking generally, he Silid that with the 


exception of Delaware, there was not a fair 
election in the south, in the sense that they 
understood fairness in New England. If 
there was a fair election Maryland would 
have returned three republican congressmen 
and Mississippi, Alabama and 
Arkansas 


woul«i hare gono republican. Hs thought 
the democratic contestants in South Caro- 
lina aud Louisiana would hold out until tho 
presidential election was disposed of. If 
favorable to Tildoii they would summarily 
dispose of their republican competitors, and 
if favorable to Hayes they would quietly 
settle down. 


COUXTINfi TIIE ELECTOHAL VOTK. 


After a few further rromrks about the 


situation in South Carolina and Louisiana, 
the President alluded to tho anticipated 
trouble between tho houses of Congress in 
counting the electoral vote, and gave it as 
his opinion that his successor wonld not. be 
appointed before the 4th of March. In his 
opinion the president of the senate had 
power to open and count the eleetcnil vote.

At the Etnuo yard of Messrs. Klliu >t Kit- 


sou 5111 West Twenty-first street, is now 
ing out anil fitted tho stono for tho costly 
momorinl to be rnisod in Trinity Church to 
tho memory ot tho lamented William B. 
Astor. The allnr and roredoa will be set 
tip after Easter, and will tako six weeks to 
construct, 
it being intended to have it 


ready for Ascension Day. The estimate of 
the cost is $10,000. 


On this masterpiece of sculpture, \«lutui, 


iv point of gothie bennty will surpass tho 
allur lo be mads in Italy for the I'.omun 
Catholic cathedral of this city (estimated to 
cost $5(1,000), there are fifteen skilled bands 
now employed. 1'ach piece of tho reredos 
(corruption of the words arriere <Us) is cut 
and fitted with tho utmost nicety, the heads 
of the figures and tho floral parts of tho 
work being chiseled with an accuracy ouly 
to be acquired by long practice under a 
mnfstro of the art. 


The niter is approached by two steps of 


black marble procured from the coast of 
Maine. The altar itself is of .pure white 
statuary marble, the slab of which is 10 
feet inches long by 3 feet I inches wide, in- 
laid with five red marble crosses, to repre- 
sent tho wounds of our Itedeomer, set upon 
Lisbon shafts ornamented with gold, with 
capitals (carved in lillies), midbands aud 
moulded bases 
with elaborately 
carved 


panels, tho centers filled with Mosaics, on 
the right side being the Agnus Dei, and on 
the left the Pelican. The centre panel has 
a richly jeweled cross w'ith a beautifully cut 
cameo of the bead of our Lord. 
On either 


side of this panel are two kneeling angels, 
tho two end panels bearing the initials "I. 
H. S." Tho carving of tho cornice will bo

hnul it for nil. Those nnimnls thnt go to 
tho brook should be sent nloug in squads, 
the smallest first, BO that all will have an 
opportunity to drink. Those farmers who 
have an unfailing supply of running ' water 
for house and barns do not know what a 
luiury they possess. 
Without abundant, 


frequent and regular supply, tho animals 
fail in thrift, nnd nro liable to suffer nn im- 
pairment of health. Sheep will do without 
water if they have nceess to clean scow. 


THE BEST Fowl,.—There is much 
differ- 


ence of opinion as to which ia tho best fowl 
to keep. 
Aftor trying several kinds, we 


have settled on the Light lirnhmas, ns best 
for us; these nro Rood layers, good sitters, 
fair eating, very hnudsomo, very tame nnd 
docile, cnnnot fly, nnd arc too lazy to 
scratch iu tho garden. 


WINTER EMPLOYMENT. 


Formers especially should lay out their 


plans nnd make the most of the opportunity 
which the long winter evenings afford for 
mental culture.

All Buininla should hnve good shelter in this 
cold weather. Any want of it will lend to 
loss of flesh and thrift.

TIIK MOON AND THE TinES.—As the moon 


revolves around tho earth from west, to enst, 
says Prof. Itnndolph, sho advances enst- 
wardly in her orbit aboi.t i;{ degrees in 
every 24 hours. 
Hence, when nny part of 


tho earth in its revolution comes under a 
part of the heavens where tbo moon wns 
tho evening before, the moon is not there, 
but hns gono eastward IS degrees, nud, 
therefore, the earth must turn ou its axis ns 
much longer ns is necessary to bring that 
part again under the moeu, which requires 
generally, not always, about rip minutes. 
The same thing occurs, tho nest evening 
nud the evening after, and thus tho moon 
rises most of tbe year about 50 minutes 
later each day. 
Now, as the lidos aro pro- 


duced mainly by tho moon, it will at once 
be Koon from this eastward movement nud 
tbo Inter rising each day why thoy must oc- 
cur about 50 minutes later each succeeding 
day. Whilo the lunar tido is thus daily lag- 
ging, tho solar tide occurs at tho some timo. 
Heuco Iheso two tidog olways begin to faep- 
nrate after new moon, being further tipart 
each dny, until they again coincide at full 
moon, when there is, as already stated, a 
higher tide thnn usual, called spring tido. 
Then ngnin thoy separate, until new moon 
occurs, when they once more unite, produc- 
ing another spring tido. 
It must not bo 


supposed that tho whole body of tho ocean 
lo its profoundest depths is equally moved 
by the tides. Tho tides aro mainly super, 
iicinl, and except where tho water is of mod- 
erate depth,Iho lowes' parts aro onlv slight- 
ly disturbed, but to what depth tho tidal 
current extends can never, perhaps, be sat- 
isfactorily determined.
